There is no more necessity 
of proving the corpus delicti further 
than there woui4.be to produce a house 
in court to prove that a person on trial 
for barglary broke into it, or to pro- 
duce the horse before ihe jury which 
a thief is alleged to have stolen " 


The speaker referred to the fact that 


nearly six months had elapsed sine 
Mrs. Luetgert had 
disappeared from 


her honi«. "She still remains absent, 
and will remain missing as long as the 
world endures," shouted the assistant 
state's attorney, staring at Laetgert. 
Then the case was taken up ehrono- 
logioally nd all the incidents traced 
bnsSy Sown to the date of the open- 
ing o-f tJie trial. This started with the 
tnquirv of Oiednch BirXcesc for his 
sister, and Laetgert's sodiSerent reply 
that she had left home m a temper 
and would return when she got over 
her "mad." Finally came the notifica- 
tion of the police and the subsequent 
itevelopments. All these were traced 
by the speaker, who praised the police 
Jor the excellence of their work. "The 
conviction of innocent men upon cir- 
cumstantial evidence has sometimes 
occurred," declared Mr. McBwen, "but 
such men died as truly to support law 
and order as the soldier or the saiior 
iilled In battle." 


The alleged relations of Luetgert and 


Mary Siemmering were touched upon 
end were declared to have furnished 
the motive for the crime. Then law 
was read to impress the jury with the 
s<rjpe and significance of circumstan- 
tial evidence.

a journal that outline a romance of 
the days when Mu.saachuacttb was 
a province governed by Thomas 
Hutchinsou. It w a story that ha» 
not been knuwn to the world aocl 
Hot even to the personal friends of 
those interested. The characters in 
this romance are a titled lover, a 
father who refused bis sanction to a 
proposed marriage and a New Eng- 
land maiden who died in ignorance 
of both the love and the lover's vain 
plea. Some letters are missing. 


The first document in the story is 


a letter to Governor Hutohinson, 
dated Apnl 6,1771. The writer was 
William, son of Lord Fitzwilliam, 
and in this letter he recites his love 
for the governor's daughter, telling 
his story with old time courtesy. 
He says: "I have had the honor of 
seeing Miss Hutohinson, but have 
never spoken to her. I need not tell 
you I admire her when I say that I 
wish to call her mine." The lover 
pleads for the father's consent to 
visit the daughter "as the most 
honorable method of proceeding to 
getting acquainted with her." Gov- 
ernor Hutchinson's methodical re- 
ply in duplicate, in his own cramped 
handwriting, is preserved. In it he 
says: 


"In my station I should, from re- 


spect to my Lord Fitzwilliam, think 
it my duty to do all in my power to 
discourage his son from so unequal 
a match with any person in the 
province, and I should most certain- 
ly be highly criminal if I snould 
countenance or encourage a match 
with my own daughter. I trust you 
will think this a sufficient reason f o*- 
my not acceding to your proposal, 
and I sincerely wish you happy in a 
person more suited to your birth 
and rank, and who may be approved 
of by your honorable parent" 


At this point there is a gap in the 


story. The young man evidently 
wrote a second time, but neither the 
second letter nor the governor's re- 
ply is in the archives. It is certain, 
though, that the governor did not 
relent.and in a third letter the young 
man craved a personal interview, as 
the ship to which he was attached, 
the Boston, was to sail that day, 
not, as he says, "that I shall desire 
you to give me the least encourage- 
ment with regard to my former let- 
ter, but as I think it necessary to 
wait on you." There is no record of 
the interview, but it imiFt have been 
a. sad one if held, for the governor 
was a kind ut'-trtetl man and a de- 
voted husband, who never forgot to 
celebrate as the happiest day of his 
life the anniversary of bis wedding. 


The beautiful Miss Hutchinbon for 


whose hand the young man was su- 
ing •was the go\einor's becomi 
daughter, Margaret, of whom tha 
father always spt-akb in bis letters 
and journal as "Peggy." Peggy was 
but 17 years old when tLe lettors 
wore written, and she dird of con- 
sumption tu Clu'l.-en, England, when 
she was 23. Ihe delicate beauty 
which young William admired so 
much arose partly trom her con- 
sumptive tendencies. For several 
years the family was in England 
According to the father's journal, 
he called upon the queeu on Aug. 
28, 1777. "The queen asked where I 
had been," he writes, "and I told 
her I had been six months in the 
country with my eick daughter. The 
queen expressed the hope that she 
would soon recover." But Peggy 
died on the 21st of the following 
month. Almost on that same date 
her father wrote in his diary that 
her majesty's ship the Boston was 
again on the Massachusetts coast 
There is nothing m any of the gov- 
ernor's journals to show that Peggy 
was ever told of young Fitzwilham's 
love for her and no thing-to show 
that the young man ever saw the 
girl of his early love after the father 
hail crushed hope out of his heart 
—New York Sun.

AT >'EW OKLEAXS. 


Yellow Fever Ilrefcfcit Out In Charitable 


IiKtitnUous. 


New Orleans, Oct. 12.—From the re 


turns there is little hope in the yellow 
fever situation. The board of health 
is dally -demonstrating that with a fair 
show, it is possible for modern science 
to restrict and stamp out the disease. 


But the people who must suffer from 


a strict application of sde.nttfic ineth 
ods, rebel, the result being that the 
pathway o! the board of health is be- 
set with difficulties. If there was strict 
compliance with the health laws, if 
prompt report was made of oases, the 
fever germs would Quickly be wiped 
out. 
But it begins to look now as if 


from 30 tu 40 cases and from four to 
six deaths would be daily reported un 
til Jack Frost puts in an appearance. 


As oa nearly every day since the 


fever firs: appeared here, about 50 per 
cent of the fatalities was traceable tc 
neglect. ;iad a disposition to hide cases 
until it was too late to do anything to 
save life. The case of Robert Hite 
was reported. He had been ill some 
time. People in the vieiiuty of whers 
be HV<K! knew he was ill. Yet no re 
port was iuad« to the health authori- 
ties, and the announcement of me Hite 
case was almost contemporaneous with 
his death. 


The mo.st important feature of the 


news as to the new cases was th« fact 
that four people were found to have 
been striidcen at the Jewish home, a 
well known 'ocr.l charitable institute, 
The officials of Touro infirmary agreed 
to receive the cas«<s. and they were a' 
once taucn to tho hospital, which is 
largely supported by the Hebrew pop- 
ulation, although non-esctarian. 


Two rases were also reported to have 


developed at the Hotsl Dieu. another 
private hospital. Both of these has 
pitals -have heretofore had cases anci 
the physicians in charge have beer 
cuccessful in treeing them and con 
fining the disease. 
A majority -of the 


new cases presetuM new foci of infec- 
tion. 


At the board of health office there 


is bitter criticis:n of Galveston, Tex. 
and the Texas he-a'ih authorities foi 
thviv failure to send a line regarding 
the situation in that city. When sus- 
picions cases were here the Uiuisiana 
boar-.l of health at once telegraphed 
the lact ta a!! tho 
leading 
health 


boards of the country, and the result 
was general quarantine against 
this 


city. Galveston was one of the firs! 
cities lo raise the bars.

Alva Wlckham, a brakeman on the 


0., H. ft D., met with an accident 
last evening, about 10 o'clock, that 
caused him the loss of his left band. 
He was with the crew that was or- 
dered to take No. 97 out, and was in 
the act of making a coupling wb< n 
his hand was caught between the 
bumpers and mashed almost to a 
palp. The train was standing on 
track No. 5. When the crossing was 
cut the rear part cf the traia ran 
back onto track 9, on which a switch 
engine 
was 
doing 
some work. 


Brakeman Stlrets was standing on 
the opposite side of the track to Mr. 
Wlrkham. As the engine was back- 
ing up to where the train coupled, 
the switch engine backed up againtt 
the rear end of the train and caused 
it to move forward, but this was un- 
noticed by 
brakeman 
Wlckham. 


Stirets observed the rear 
section 


moving forward and called to Wi:k- 
ham. But he did not hear the warn- 
ing, and while his left hand was

Anything that i£ not thus 


made legal tender noney can be re- 
fused by any creditor in discharge of 
any debt doe to him. All of the circu- 
lating medium in the United States to- 
day U substantially a legal tender, for 
any of n can be exchanged into that 
form which the law, says is such. 


For instance, silver certificates are 


not a Isgal tender, but behind each one 
of these certificates is deposited in the 
treasury of the United States a silver 
dollar, which Is a legal tender. The 
Sherman coin notes are a legal tender 
unless otherwise stipulated in the con- 
tract. The national bank notes are a 
legal tender between the banks and 
they are redeemable in 
greenbacks, 


which are a legal tender. 


It is claimed that we have, including 


all kinds of money, somewhere In the 
neighborhood of $1.600,000,000 in cir- 
culation. Of this, about 
$500,000,000 


of it is said to consist of gold. Un- 
doubtedly this Is much too high an es- 
timar* of tb» antcunt cf sf'- -2 
country. It would be much safer to 
say that at this time we have not ove 
J400.000.000 in the whole of the United 
States. 


This first proposition means, then 


if carried into effect, that the peopl 
of the Unfted States, instead ot having 
$1,600,000,000 of money 
with 
which 


they can legally discharge their debts 
will only have at 
the highest es 


titnate 1600,000,000, 'because the <bauk 
notes, which It is proposed to have 
the banks issue in the place of the 
currency destroyed, cannot, as I sa:< 
before, constitutionally be made a le- 
gal tender. 


Do the people 
realize 
what 
this 


means? I hardly think they do. It 
means, however, that in times cf panic 
and distress, all debtors can be placed 
at the absolute mercy of their credi- 
tors. It would mean at such a time 
aa this the contraction of the whole 
ircolating medium of the country, 
down to, what was alone tlie amount 
of legal tender money, viz., $600,000,- 
!00. Such, in a measure, was the way 
n which the old system of bank cur- 
rency operated, excepting that the 
notes of these banks were redeemable 
n either gold or" silver. Yet in every 
commercial crisis there was a complete 
suspension of specie payments by 
these institutions, and an 
immense 


contraction of the currency followed 
>y the discounts that were made upon 
bes« hank notes. 


If these old banks could not main- 


tain specie payments on both of these 
metals, pray tell me how these modern 
ones expect to do it on only one of 
them. In time of crises, and you 
wouM have them 
more 
frequently 


than you 'have ever had them, every 
iank in the United States would be 
or<v»d to suspend. Their notei, unless 
some provision is made to 
.sustain 


hem, 
would be in a great 
degree 


worthless, and the oniy legal tender 
money, viz., gold, would be impossible 
o obtain, and this could not help but 
bring such ruin and disaster as this 
generation has ne-,vkr experienced. 


Silver For Subsidiary Coiiu. 


The aext proposition, to use silver 


only as subsidiary coin, means that the 
legal tender function is to .be taken 
away from all of the present silver 
coinage, 
including 
the 
silver dol- 


lar, and the same reduced to mere 
token money, such as our halves and 
quarter dollars, and made a iegal ten- 
der for some limited sum like five or 
ten dollars. It. must mean, too, that the 
silver bullion, which amounts to mil- 
lions upon millions, now held in the 
treasury, shall be placed 
upon 'the 


open market and sold for what it will 
bring 


The next proposition, viz., that the 


government shall call in and cancel 
the outstanding paper money, can only 
be accomplished m two ways, either 
by directly 
exchanging government 


bonds for this paper currency, or sell- 
ing government bonds direct for gold 
and with the gold redeeming the out- 
standing government paper. 
This is 


so. because this currency now belongs 
not to the government, but to the indi- 
vidual citizen, and if It is called in and 
destroyed something must be given in 
return for it. Th.s currency aa it now 
stands is mnde i;p of $346,000.000 of

William Bland, of TIT north Main 


street, WM shot and seriously wound- 
ed by his friend and fellow workman, 
F. M. Harris, at the lattert home on 
north Pine street, about 10:30 o'clock 
laat night. A pistol ball of 38 cali- 
bre was fired from a revolver in the 
hands of Harris and did not mlM the 
human target for which it was In- 
tended. 
I 


Bland ia a passenger fireman on the 


Detroit & Lima Northern, and Harris 
is employed as a passenger braxeman 
on the same road. Tbe two men 
have been friends tor some time, and 
while Hams seems to be vary sorry 
tbat he shot Bland, the latter has, in 
spite of the dangerous wound in his 
breast, visited the police station sev- 
eral times since tbe shooting occurred 
and endeavored to have the man who 
shot him released. 


Bland went to Harris' residence 


about 10:30 o'clock last night, and 
when Harris came to the door he 


fired the shot. Bland hurried away 
aod Harris returned to bed. The 
Injured man walked to the office of 
Dr. L. J. Stueber and the wound was 
found to be in the left side of his 
chest, about an inch and a half above 
his heart. 
The ball struck and 


splintered the collar bone and then 
llanced off into the shoulder. Dr. 
Itueber was unable to locate the 
bullet and Bland still carries it. Dr. 
Stueber states that tbe wound is a 
dangerous oac «ad that the injured 
man is liable to suffer a hemorrhage 
at any moment and collapse. Bland, 
however, laughs at the wound and 
says there is nothing tbe matter with 
him. He pinned a tuberose over the 
bullet hole in tbe lapel of his coat 
and after refusing to either go to bed 
or be taken to his borne, he left Dr. 
Stueber's office at 2:30 o'clock this 
morning, and on learning that Harris 
had been arrested walked directly to 
the police station and tried to per- 
suade Lieut. Wingate to release Har- 
ris. Falling in this, he walked to

two men. Both men endeavored to 
keep the matter quiet, but Lieut.

Harris states that before going to 


bed he and his wife were conversing 
about an attempted burglary that 
they had been told of, and that he 
heard Bland at the window shutters 
before he rapped at the door. He 
claims that he was excited and, upon 
opening the door, although be recog- 
nized Bland, lie thought he had been 
drinking, and, when the latter start- 
ed to enter the house, he fired. Bland 
denies going to the window shutter, 
and says that he wanted to see Har- 
ris, and knowing that he would go 
out on bis run this morning, he went 
to tbe bouse last night. He says the 
affair was nothing, and was anxious 
tbat nothing 
be said about it. 


While Harris claims tbat Bland had 
been drinking, Dr. Stueber states 
positively that the injured man bore 
no evldecca of having been drinking 
when he came to bis office. 


Oapt. Bell being absent each time 


Bland called at the police station 
tbe latter left a note for him stating 
that he bad no charge of any kind to 
make against Harris and that the 
prisoner's immediate release would 
be very agreeable to him. The po- 
lice are still investigating the affair, 
however, and Harris is still locked 
up.
